He was 
one of the best bee hunters In the 
countv, and after lie had passed the 
allotted three score and ten, he still 
went into the woods in search of 
wild bees. lie was also very success¬ 
ful in the pursuit of bears, deer and 
panthers, lie killed a greater number 
of the last named animal than any 
other of the. pioneer hunters. He 
was the father of a large number of 
boys, who sllll live In the county 
which their father helped to estab¬ 
lish. 

David liaughman settled on the 
Gauley one mile above Turkey creek 
in the latter part of the thirties. He 
was a farmer, a cooper, a millwright, 
a carpenter, and a blacksmith. He 
possessed real mechanical talents, 
and had lie received a technical edu 
cation, he would have become a mas¬ 
ter workman. He was very peculiar 
In many ways but Ids honesty and 
his veracity were never questioned.
